Rob Stockly thanked 
the crowd for attending, 
saying, “It’s much more 
efficient to speak to a 
group of you instead of 
going door to door.” He 
quoted Mark Twain, say¬ 
ing, “It takes at least three 
weeks to write a good im¬ 
promptu speech.” He not¬ 
ed his 17 years of experi¬ 
ence as a commercial 
banker, and touched on 
what he considers the most 
important issues; finances, 
and atmosphere. “It’s in¬ 
cumbent on the City Coun¬ 
cil to set an atmosphere for 
the town,” Stockly said. 
“We have to set a mood 
that encourages people 
from different points of 
view to get together and 
talk before things get po¬ 
larized.” 

Mayor Jim Hester said, 
“I pledge to you all right 
now. I’m committed to 
keeping Sierra Madre the 
safe, friendly. Foothill vil¬ 
lage that we love. Ask 
yourself, what makes us 
want to be Sierra Ma- 
dreans, and ask which can¬ 
didate has worked hardest 
and will work hardest to 
keep Sierra Madre the 
same wonderful place 
where we want to live.

The Arcadia Chamber 
of Commerce hosted their 
candidates forum on Tues¬ 
day morning, March 31st, 
at 7:30 a.m. The candi¬ 
dates read opening state¬ 
ments, then fielded ques¬ 
tions from the floor. 

Fred Jahnke was up 
first, reading a prepared 
statement for Gino 
Roncelli, who unfortu¬ 
nately had a family re¬ 
union out of state, which 
had been scheduled 
months in advance. “We 
must operate Arcadia on a 
balanced budget,” Roncelli wrote. He opposes the pro¬ 
posed utility tax increa.se, because the money would go 

into the general fund, and 

H cannot be earmarked for 

specific programs. “It 
would be a signal to the 
City Council that they can 
go ahead and tax and 
spend.” Roncelli points 
out that between the new 
hotels and restaurants, the 
city should have enough 
money coming in during 
the next fiscal year to re¬ 
store City services that 
have been cut. “As a pri¬ 
vate citizen, I was instrumental in starting the Arcadia 
Regional Business Center, with Residence Inn, Hamp¬ 
ton Inn, and Souplantation, which brought $600,000 to 
the City’s general fund,” 

Roncelli wrote. He i ited 
that the City needs to re¬ 
duce the steps required to 
start a business in Arcadia. 

He also proposes quarterly 
town hall meetings, a plan 
for a new Police building, 
monthly budget reviews, 
and setting a policy for the 
City’s reserve. He believes 
that Arcadia needs better 
policies and management. 

George Fasching identified himself as a 30 year resi¬ 
dent and 25 year businessman in Arcadia. He also served 
on the City Council from 1990-94, chaired the San 
Gabriel Valley Association of Cities, was the President 
of the Arcadia Business Association, Director of the 
Arcadia Tournament of Roses and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Chair of the Concerts in the Park, and was a 
Director of the Rotary Club, as well as their “Outstand¬ 
ing Citizen” one year. “I can’t get over the standstill the 
city has been at for four years,” said Fasching. “The 
bottom line is, there’s not enough income.” He intends 
to use his expertise as a businessman to combat what he 
calls a stigma that Arcadia has as unfriendly to the busi¬ 
ness community. 

Dr. Sheng Chang said, “Our future is at stake. There 
have been hard times over the past four years, but now 
there are a number of positive things.” Chang pointed 
to the implementation of the DARE program, the library 
renovations, the Youth Master Plan, agressive economic 
work, and capital works improvements. “W’ve made 
strong efforts working with economic development,” 
Change said, speaking of various new restaurants and 
hotels, as well as the possible Santa Anita proja:t. He 
said that the City’s financial problems were caused by 
things “out of our control,” and that the Council has been 
forced to make decisions that have been unappealing, but 
that it was still the best city in the San Gabriel Valley. 
“It’s easy to govern when there’s lots of money,” Chang 
said. He stated that Arcadia needs to focus on the future, 
and concentrate on the positive, and restore city services. 
“There is much to do...my track record makes me the 
person to see that it gets done,” Chang concluded. 

John Wuo said that there were many hot issues in 
Arcadia, such as the Youth Master Plan, Fire Depart¬ 
ment, and Budget. “We need to cut waste in spending, 
eliminate costly overtime, and perform a salary study. 
Should the salary study cost $50,000? I don’t think so.” 
He expressed the need to bring in business and support 
existing business, and maintain services. He supports the 
utility tax increase, and maintains that it’s a “good in¬ 
vestment,” in that it will restore services and therefore 
boost property values. He believes that the City Coun¬ 
cil should keep an open mind about the possibility of 
consolidation with the County Fire Department, and 
supports implementation of the Youth Master Plan. He 
proposes to divide the City into five sections, with each 
Councilmember assigned to a section and rotating on a 
six month basis, and also holding town hall meetings and 
promoting neighborhood watch programs. “We need to

As I have always been fascinated with how and why 
people make a connection with God and the Catholic 
Church, I will be conducting interviews with various 
members of our parish to get their perspective. In up¬ 
coming articles to the Sierra Madre News, their respons¬ 
es will be provided for those who may also be interest¬ 
ed in religious motivations. To kick off this venture I will 
begin by sharing my motives for being connected with 
the Catholic Church. 

As a child I feared God and questioned his/her exist¬ 
ence. I resented having to go to church every Sunday. 

It held no meaning for me. When I went away to col¬ 
lege I stopped going to church entirely.

I attended church for a brief period 
before I married for selfish motives - so that I could be 
married in the Catholic Church. It meant nothing spiri¬ 
tually. I went through the motions with no real connec¬ 
tion. After I married I stopped going. However, then 
the time came last year for my daughter to make her 1" 

Communion. I had to face the fact that it would be ex¬ 
tremely hypocritical of me to expect her to go to church 
when I wouldn’t. As my husband and I both felt it was 
important for her to become a practicing Catholic I had 
to take the plunge. The first time I went back to mass it 
seemed very strange but after awhile it became a com¬ 
fort. I started enjoying the Homilies and realized there 
was something to this ritual. I also loved hearing the 
wonderful music and enjoyed being able to have an 
opportunity to sing. It became social as well seeing 
friends from school and the community there. In the 
spring a friend asked me to join her in volunteering to 
clean the church with the Guild’s Holy Housekeepers. 

I decided to become a member of the Guild. The more 
involvement I had with the Church the closer I became 
to it - I found a connection.
